Sierra Madre. Following the 
honor, Mr. Jones said in an 
interview, “I certainly ap¬ 
preciate it from the bottom 
of my heart.

Statewide 913,654 r e c i - 
pients of welfare assistance 
were tabulated for December 
1964, the mid-point of the 
fiscal year 1964-65. This 
compares with 612,501 reci¬ 
pients aided in December of 
the 1969-60 year. During the 
five-year period an increase 
of 49.2 per cent occurred in 
the number of recipients 
aided. “Population through¬ 
out the State increased by 
18.4 per cent in the period 
from the 1960 Census to Jan¬ 
uary 1, 1965,” commented S. 

J. Arnold, the Association’s 
Executive Director. 

The huge 1964 State relief 
roll figure was made lup of 
270,678 recipients of old age 
security, 12,357 receiving 
blind aid, 55,232 on the aid 
to the needy disabled, 532,- 
987 children ariid adults on 
the aid to families with de¬ 
dependent children program, 
and 42,400 receiving general 
home relief. 

Welfare costs for 1964-65 
as estimated in the Gover¬ 
nor’s budget, excluding 
about $25 million in county- 
financed general relief, will 
reach $1,008,720,870 by the 
time the year ends next 
June 30. This is comparable 
to costs for 1959-60 totaling 
$501,313,470. In the five-year 
period during which popula¬ 
tion increased by a little 
over 18 per cent, welfare ex¬ 
penditures more than 
doubled. 

Costs of the principal aid 
programs for 1964-65 include 
aid to the blind ^2,321,424, 
aid to the potentially self- 
supporting blind $130,200, 
aid to the needy disabled 
$102,052,645, aid to families 
with dependent children 
$359,399,525, old age security 
$388,425,206, and medical as¬ 
sistance for the aged $120,- 
855,541. Additional state 
budget costs include such 
items as training, child wel¬ 
fare services, adoptions, spe¬ 
cial projects and inspection 
of boarding homes and in¬ 
stitutions. 

The 1,008,720,870 of wel¬ 
fare costs disclosed in the 
State budget, excluding 
county-financed general re¬ 
lief, was financed by the 
State $380,608,425, Federal 
government $4M,431,033, and 
the 58 counties $163,681,412.
